Hanson Well Pleased.

Others may have sold 
more than I have, or may have sold 
less. Of the men I have talked to, 
the expression of opiaion is unanimous 
that this is the best show we have 
@ve: had from every wstandpoisc:. I am 
more than pleased with it. ‘There is 
but ‘ohne thing left for the automobile 
men to do now, and that is to work for 
a still bigger show next year.’

ITLE TO LAKEWOOD 
LEAR, SAYS MAYO 


Woodward Believes That 
Old Deed, Just Turned 
Over to Him, Will Settle 
City’s Ownership Claim. 


— 


Atlanta's title to Lakewood Park, a 
tract of 368 acres worth approximately 
$160,500, ic clear according to a record 
which was unearthed by Mayor James 
G. Wocdward, Saturday morning. 

Among the old papers in the posses- 
sion of the Trust Company of Georgia 
there is a deed executed by N. B. Har- 
din, the original owner of a parcel of 
the land, to A. J. Appling. Hardin 
trans‘erred the entire tract of 125 acres 
for a valuable consideraticn, and in 
the deed it is specifically set forth that 
the transfer did not include 111-4 
acres which the city acquired in 1873. 

Mayor Woodward's attention was di- 
rected to the deed by John K. MacDon- 
ald, trus‘ officer of the Georgia Trust 
Company, and an investigation will be 
made of the transaction on Monday. 

Belleves it Will Quash Claim. 

According’ to Mayor Woodward, the 
deed will have the effect of quashing 
the claim of Mrs. Mary L. Hardin and 
other heirs of N. B. Hardin. 

Through their attorney, Colonel 
Howell Erwin, the heirs made a de- 
mand on the city to restore twelve 
acres of the Lakewood tract. They 
contend that in the year 1873 the city 
acquired, through ecndemnation pro- 
ceedings, twelve acres of the tract by 
paying Hardin $1,200 for it. Attorney 
Mrwin. in setting forth the claim of 
the Hard‘: heirs, declared that at the 
time the city acquired the property it 
was specifically understood that it was 
to ve used for waterworks purposes and 
that when the city abandoned the prop- 
erty and mcved the waterworks to the 
Chattahoochee river it forfeited its 
right to further use of the property. 

Mayor Woodward stated Saturday 
that the deed in the possession of the 
Trust Company of Georgia will settle 
the dispute forever, and that it will 
annul the claim fcr the restoration of 
the property or its approximate werth, 
$12,000. 

“The deed, as I understand it, shows 
plainly that in 1878, five years after 
the city acquired a parcel of the land, 
that Hardin sold 125 acres to Appling,” 
Mayor Woodward said. “I understand 
further that the deed excepts 111-4 
acres which, it states, was 8ormerly 
transferred to the city cf Atlanta. If 
that is the case, the Hardin heirs have 
no claim whatever on any part of the 
tract of 1%6 acres ‘tg which the twelve 
acres now sought is a part, but that 
Appling or his heirs have a better 
claim. This deed skuts the Hardin 
heirs out entirely, and vests the city 
with ownership.” 

Says City Has Title. 

City Attorney James L. Mayson says 
that even in the absence of a deed, the 
city has t'tle to the land by reason of 
iis cecupancy of more than twenty-five 
years.

Hardin was 
in undisputed possession to the parcel 
of twelve acres,” he said. “Hardin did 
net want to dispose of the property at 
that time, so the city condemned the 
twelve acres and fixed a price of $1,200 
onit. In that manner the twelve acres 
passed to the city for the use upon 
which the condemnation was based. 

“Hardin never gave the city a deed 
to the property. If it is true that there 
is a deed executed by N. B. Hardin to 
E. J. Appling in 1879, that fact will 
make no difference. It will show that 
Appling acquired al) of the 125 acres 
less 111-4 acres which were condemned 
by the city.” 

Celonel Erwin stated that he will 
press his’ claim on behalf of Mrs. Har- 
din and the other ‘heirs even to the ex- 
tent of having the courts pass on the 
validity of the title. 

A recent inventory of city property 
shows that the twelve acres under dis- 
pute is worth about $1,000 an acre. To 
be forced from possession will mean 


that the city would have to pay the 
heirs $12,000 for the tract or Lakewood

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ATTENDANCE. NOT 
CENSUS, CONTROLS 


Supreme Court Holds State 
Funds May Be Distribu- 
ted According to Num- 
ber in School. 


By a decision of the supreme court 
handed down yesterday in the case of 
Webb et al., trustees, v. Jackson et al., 
from Heard county, it was decided thai 
the school funds of the state shall be 
distributed among the school districts 
of countfes according to attendance 
and not according to population of 
school age. 

The trustees of the second schoy] 
district of Heard county disputed the 
right of the county school board ta 
distribute’ the money of the state ac- 
cording to attendance, claiming that 
they should distribute the money ac- 
cording to the total population of 
school age residing in the district. The 
court held as follows: 

“Where a county has been divided 
into school districts, pursuant of law, 
and thereafter the voters of a school 
district authorize the levy of an edu- 
cational tax to supplement the funds 
received from the state public school 
fund, the apportionment of the public 
school fund by the county board of 
education to such district in the dis- 
cretion of the board may be made on 
a basis of school attendance, such dis- 
trict receiving such portion -of the 
public school fund as the school at- 
tendance of that district bears to the 
school attendance of the entire coun- 


ty. 

“One notable fact about this case. is 
that it was won by a layman over one 
of the best known law firms in Geor- 
gia. The plaintiffs in error were rep- 
resented by Hall & Jones, of Newnan, 
the senior member of which is Hewlett 
Hall. former attornrey general of the 
state.

HUERTA IS GOING 


AND GOING SOON, 


WASHINGTON SAYS 


Administration Is Convinc- 
ed That the Mexican Dic- 
‘tator Must Yield to the 
Pressure Put on Him. 


Washington, November 15.—While 
official information from Mexico Clty 
was meager, the Washington govern- 
ment tonight maintained its confidence 
that Provisional President Huerta soon 
would be eliminated from the situa- 
tion. 

The steady pressure through diplo- 
matic channels, the financial blockade 
and the practical certainty that the 
embargo on arms will be lifted unless 
Huerta yields, are expected to force 
retirement of the provisional presi- 
dent. How soon this would occur no 
official would predict. 

Huerta’s Grandstand Play. 

Neither at the white house nor at 
the state department was there any 
disposition to regard seriously the 
statement issued from the national 
palace at Mexico City, declaring that 
“in view of Venustiano Carranza’s re- 
pudiation of any form of mediation 
by, or,alliance with, the United States, 
Provisional President Huerta can do 
no less than join him in his expression 
of patriotic sentiment and maintain 
unaltered his dignified attitude toward 


Washington.” 

While on the surface this statement 
gave the impression that the United 
States had met with a rebuff in the 
diplomatic camps of both Mexican fac- 
tions, -administration officials con- 
versant with details of the inner situa- 
tion construed it merely as an attempt 
to meet temporarily the arguments of 
expediency being urged upon Huerta 
by close friends. 

The declaration, first from Carranza, 
that he would not accept mediation by 
the United States and reiterated by 
Huerta, caused no concern here, for 
the Washington government maintains 
it never has offered to mediate. Car- 
ranza’s utterance was not misunder- 
stood by the Washington government,

Regardless of rumors, and notwith- 
standing the insistence of far-seeing 
friends, General Huerta appeared 
more determined tonight than at any 
time during the past week to retain 
the presidency and carry out his plans 
of installing the substitute congress. 

Huerta reiterated today that he con- 
tinued the, head of the Mexican goy- 
ernment, and the fact that he took no 
step towards preventing the inaugura- 
tion of the new congress as demanded 
by the United States..was construed 
at the embassy and the legations as 
indicative of what may be expected 
in the future. Representatives from 
the majority of the foreign govern- 
ments appeared to believe that Gen- 
eral Huerta had brought affairs to 
such a point that drastic action may 
be necessitated.

The Meeting of New Deputies. 

The meeting of the new house of 
deputies reflected the chaotic condi- 
tions brought about by the dissolution 
of the old congress. The minister of 
justice, Aldape, was expected to offici- 
ate at the opening, but opposition de- 
veloped among the newly chosen law- 
makers and Gonzalo Zuniga, Senor Al- 
dape’s secretary, and himself a deputy, 
appeared in his stead. Nominally fora 
few minutes he presided, but there was 
little of parliamentary form observed in 
what followed. One group called for 
one man and another group for another 
man to act as chairman, 

In vain Senor Zuniga 
deputies for order, insisting 
Observe legal procedure.

Mexic Insurgents Capture 
Juarez and Begin to Shoot 
Huerta’s Troops—Federal 
Officers to Be Executed. 


El Paso, Texas, November 15.—For 
the sixth time in the last three years 
Ciudad Juarez changed governments 
when 2,000 rebels, led by General 
Pancho Villa, attacked and captured 
the’ town between 2:30 and 5 o’clock 
this morning. Taken by surprise the 
federal garrison of about 400 men put 
up a weak resistance. 

So unprepared for the battle were 
the federal defenders, that Villa’s 
troops actually reached the center of 
the town before a shot was fired. 

Executing the Prisoners. 

Executions of federal prisoners cap- 
turned by General Villa’s rebel troops 
teday at Juarez have begun. The order 
for the execution of many prisoners 
has been issued directly by General 
Villa and at different periods, during 
the day the firing squad took out men 
and shot them. 

Colonel Enrique 
of the federal volunteer treops in the 
Juarez battle, was executed at noon 
today by a firing squad commanded by 
Major Cornu, Portillo was brought be- 
fore Villa and sentenced to death, after 
which he was taken to the fear of the 
barracks, where he was shct. 

Among others who were executed 
during the day were Enrique Siega, a 
customs officer; Captain Lopez, of the 
federal army, and Commander Buen- 
vides, of the fiscal guards. 

All officers of the federal army. will 
be put to death, Major Cornu of Villa's 
staff announced tonight. The soldiers, 
he said, would be pardoned and given 
an opportunity to joinr the rebel army. 
The provisional state government of 
Chihuahua will be estublished in Juarez 
Within the next few days and the pro- 
Visional capital will be located there, 
until the rebels can take Chihuahua 
city. Colonel John N. Medina, chief 
of the staff of General Villa, will be 
named provisional governor of the 
State, it was stated at rebel headquar- 
ters in Juarez. . 

Forty Killed in Fighting. 

Although an accurate count has not 
been completed, it is estimated that 
forty persons were killed in the fight- 
ing. The rebels lost five men, the fed- 
eral dead is estimated at thirty and 
four or five non-combatants were 
killed. Among them was Charles Seg- 
gerson, an El Paso automobile driver. 
who was on the main street in vuarez 
in his automobile. 

“No looting,” was the order given 
by Villa to his men after the town had 
surrendered, and not a single case of 
theft has been reported. Guards were 
placed at downtown stores, with orders 
to shoot the first man who attempted 
to loot. 

The rebels captured 125 federal pris- 
oners, 95,000 rounds of ammunition, 
two field pieces and two machine suns 
—in addition to an important border

Huerta’s Commander Is Missing. 

General Francisco Castro, comman-

» missing. It is the general opinion 
that he escaped. No trace of him or 
his body has been found. His scab- 
bard, sword and epaulets were found 
in his residence, and General Villa has 
them for souvenirs. 

El Paso police this afternoon thought 
they had captured General] Castro in 
kl Paso, but the prisoner proved to be 
n colonel from the Juarez 
was sent to Fort Bliss a prisoner. 

Bullets fell thick in El Paso during 
the attack, and Chester L Burnett, a 
messenger boy, was shot through the 
hand while walking the streets in the 
early hours. Almost all the down- 
town business structures were hit by 
bullets. All El Paso was aroused 
the ‘firing, and the streets were soon 
filled ~with people. Miraculously no 
others were struck. 

United States troops took station 
near the international boundary, and 
held the Americans away from the dan- 
ger zone as much as possible while the 
battle lasted. 

Order was quickly restored in Juarez 
after the capitulation, and this after- 
noon at 2 o'clock street car service be- 
tween El Paso and Juarez was re- 
sumed, and Americans began to flock 
to the Mexican city. Little damage 
was done in Juarez, as the rebels had 
no cannon. 

Protection for Americans. 

Villa assured Mayor C. B. Kelly, 
El Paso, that all Americans would 
ceive protection. They met in the 
center of the international bridge at 
noon today, and later Mayor Kelly 
accompanied Villa to the Juarez cus- 
toms house, the new rebel headquar- 
ters, where they talked for a few min- 
utes. Mayor Kelly, on his return, or- 
dered the bridges opened, and traffic 
between the townsS was resumed. 

Villa expressed regret that an Amer- 
ican had been killed, and declared that 
if the federals came from Chihuahua 
to attempt to retake Juarez he would 
meet them south of the town and pre- 
vent a battle that would endanger 
Americans in El Paso. He said he had 
destroyed the railroad to Chihuahua. 
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How Royalty Shops.

The queen smilingly confirmed the order on 
request, but is said to have chafed under 
the amusement caused by the story in her 
own circle and to have withdrawn her pat- 
ronage from that particular establishment. 

Queen Helena of Italy has a taste for col- 
ors and wears them with a true mountaineer 
indifference to vogue consistently with her 
| Montenegrin origin. But her mother-in-law,

PROUD OF U.S. ARMY 


War Department Chief Says 
the People Do Not Regard 
Army in Proper Attitude. 


New York. November 15.—Secretary 
of War Garrison declared at a dinner 
given in his honor at the Lotus Club 
tonight, that the people cf the United 
States, as a whole, did not regard the 
army in the proper attitude. 

“For one thing,” said he, “I think 
the people fail to discriminate between 
their absolute hatred of bloodshed and 
war and the function of the army In 
respect -. thereto. For the fireman, 
physician, engineer and for the’ clerg) 
man, none of us have words other than 
of praise and encouragement. And yet 
for the soldier, whose very presence 15s 
a protection against others attempting 
to use force and whese efforts in our 
behalf when force is used against us 
are essential to our defense, the people 
have either a negligent attitude. or 
very oftén one of disapproval. I can- 
not on any reasonable ground account 
for this. 

“If it were true that the officers and 
men of the army were swaggering bul- 
lies, seeking to engage in war for war's 
sake, or undesirable citizens who 
brought disgrace upon the uniform and 
the country, there would be reason for 
this public attitude. But exactly the 
contrary is the case. The army, both 
officers and men, never was of higher 
tone than today, nor as high, in my 
opinion. 

“No sane man’ possibly can_ think 
that a nation situated as is the United 
States with respect to the world, could 
do without an army. We @AAl believe 
that the, tendency of the American 
government is toward righteousness, 
that we have no desire for aggrandize- 
ment, for oppression or for taking 
away from any one or any nation that 
which rightfully belongs to it. But 
we also know that it takes two to keep 
the peace and we cannot safeguard the 
interests of our people without the 
force constantly ready to maintain 
and secure it.” 

Secretary Garrison cited as proofs of 
the efficient character of the army the 
numerous instances in which it has 
been effectively used, esSpectally in re- 
lief work during floods, forest fires and 
other great disasters. 

“In view of all this,” 
concluded, “I am sure I will not be 
accused of lack of mcdésty in repeat- 
ing that I am wholeheartedly proud of 
the army of the United States and of 
what it has done.”

The Washington government does 
not constfue its activities in the situ- 
ation as included in the terms “inter- 
ference’ or “mediation.” The Wash- 
ington viewpoint is that the United 
States has the right to say exactly on 
what conditions it will recognize any 
government. It has sought to empha- 
size through its representatives that 
under no conditions would Huerta or 
any one of the group surrounding him 
be recognized and has announced also 
that it will not recognize the legality 
of any acts of the Mexican congress 
which was scheduled tc convene today. 

By making its position similarly 
clear to other foreign governments, the 
United States has secured the acqui- 
escence in its views of every great 
power, without exception. It is sole- 
ly through the question of recognition 
and the desire for a restoration of con- 
stitutional government that the United 
States bases ifs right:to inform Mexi- 
‘co of what appears to the Washington 
}government the only course that will 
lead to friendly and* regular interna- 
tional relations. 

Washington and the Rebels.

Nogales, Sonora, Mexico, November 
15.—General Venustiano Carranza will 
not ccnsider any means of accomplish- 
ing peace in Mexico not predicated on 
the absolute elimination of Huerta. 

The constitutionalists’ polMtical and 
military leader tojay issued the fol- 
lowing announcement in characteristic 
brevity and directness. 

“We will recognize nobody who suc- 
ceeds Huerta by the power which he 
has usurped.’’ 

This statement

Successes of the revolutionists, re- 
ported today, added greatly in the al- 
ready cheerful attitude of officials here 
attending the negotiations conducted 
with Washington through William 
Bayard Hale, as representative of 
President Wilson.

Revolution Is Spreading. 

The taking today of Juarez by Villa’s 
forces, the capture yesterday of Culla- 
can, capital of Sinaloa, and the attack 
today on Victoria, capital of Tamauli- 
pas, on the gulf of Mexico, it was aé- 
serted, would affect, materially, the 
international status of the revolution- 
ists. It was asserted the revolution 
had doubled in importance interna- 
tionally in the last week. 

The suspense incident to the pending 
diplomatic relations with the United 
States was lightened*today by the mes- 
sage in which General Huerta congrat- 
ulated General Carranza on his stand.in 
regard tv mediation by any foreign 
nation.

U. S. PURE FOOD LAW 
DECLARED INADEQUATE 


Washington, November 15.—A con- 
ference between state pure food com- 
missioners and officials of the depart- 
ment of agriculture here today decided 
that the federal pure food law was in- 
adequate; that it should be repealed 
and another statute substituted im- 
mediately. The chief point of attack 
was the section which permits the use 
of a guarantee label by manufacturers. 
This was declared misleading to the 
public and. made it appear that the 
products were guaranteed by the gov- 
ernment. 

After the discussion a committee of 
five, including Dr. George B. Taylor, 
of Louisiana, was appointed to urge 
congress to pass a new measure and 
also to provide a law to fix standards 
for all foods and drugs. Another com- 
mittee will confer with a committee 
from the American Bar _ association 
looking to the uniformity of federal 


and state laws for the enforcement of 
pure food laws. os 

That section of the federal pure food 
law regarding the use of coloring mat- 
ter and harmless extracts also was 
condemned. It was decided to urge a 
new section which would closely de- 
fine what compounds may be used. 

A clearing house in the department 
of agriculture for information regard- 
ing the enforcement of pure food and 
drug acts was decided upon . 

The conference started a movement 
leading toward greater co-operation 
between the state pure food depart- 
ments and also with the federal au- 
thorities. The enactment of a stringent 


law to trace the sale of poisons was 
urged.

$970. Of course, that is an extreme 
case, for it does not assume the banker 
makes anything on his banking busi- 
ness, 

Incomes That Are Exempt. 

Under the law an unmarried man or 
woman is exempt on $3,000 of income. 
Married persons living together are ex- 
empt on $4,000 and must pay the tax 
on $2,000. This is said to be a refiec- 
tion or matrimony, since the parties 
living a part and each enjoying an in- 
dependent income of $3,000 would not 
have to pay any tax at all. But that 
is the law. 

Each individual has the right to say 
where he will claim his exemption. 
Thus if an unmarried man has a sal- 
ary of $4,000, and an outside income 
from taxable bonds of $4,000, he can 
file a claim for the benefit of his ex- 
emption with his employer. The 
would then only deduct $10 to pay the 
income tax instead of $40. Or the in- 
dividual might prefer to reverse the 
exemption and claim it on his bonds. 
He has that option. However, to be on 
the safe side, he must file a claim for 
his exemption somewhere. Even if 
some of his bonds are federal or local 
government bonds and are tax free, all 
eertifiates are a matter of record. He 
may be later called on to explain why 
he has not made @ return. 

The Rate of Taxation. 


It generally anticipated that the 
income tax law will yield a very large 
revenue to the government, The com- 
parative ease of collection and the fact 
that only 450,000 of the entire popu- 
lation will feel it, is expected to lead 
gradually to a larger and increasingly 
larger part of the national revenues 
ibeing raised in this way. 

While the wealthy men whose in- 
‘comes are taxed will be more critical 
(of congressional extravagance, it is not 
likely that the general public, the 
100,000,000 who are not affected, will 
grieve much over increases in this tax. 
Congress will surely advance at an 
early date the tax on the higher in- 
comes, and just as surely spend the 
money.

John L. Tye 4ssues Strong 
Statement, Refuting Charges 
of Senator Luke Lea. 


John L. Tye, general counsel for 
Georgia for the Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louis railroad. makes the fol- 
lowing statement in reference to the 
investigation of the relations between 
the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Louis, the Louisville and Nashville and 
the Western and Atlantic railroads, as 
proposed by Luke Lea, of Tennessee: 

“Senator Luke Lea, of Tennesse, a 
few days since had a measure intro- 
duced in the senate and passed au- 
thorizing the interstate commerce com- 
mission to investigate and report on 
the Louisville and Nashville railroad 
system, and the relations of the com- 
ponent parts of that system one to the 
other, it being his idea, and he _ so 
charging in the public prints, that the 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad com- 
pany was stifling competition. Sen- 
ator Lea also charged in the public 
prints that the policy of the’ Louisville 
and Nashville Railroad company, under 
President Milton B. Smith’s adminis- 
tration, was similar, and the conse- 
quences would be the same as was the 
policy’ of President Mellen, of the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford Rail- 
road company. The senator went fur- 
ther and said that the same result 
which caused the New Haven stock to 
fall from over 300 to 80 or 90 had 
caused the Louisville and Nashville 
stock to drop from 160 to 139, its pres- 
ent market value. Senator Lea did not 


‘state that a drop in all other railorad 


stocks, as well as other securities, has 
been substantial in the past few 
months, nor did he state that such de- 
cline was caused by a general busi- 
ness depression extending world-wide. 


Did Not wnow. 


“Either Senator Lea did 
what he was talking about 
attempted to compare the New Haven 
system with the Louisville and Nash- 
ville system, or his purpose was to 
make an unfair comparison of two 
properties and two administrations 
which were entirely dissimilar. The 
calamitous result of the New Haven 
road, under President Mellen, as the 
public is informed, was brought about 
by the acquisition of unprofitable lines, 
purchused at fancy prices, for the pur- 
pose of monopolyzing traffic in New 
England, and with the desire to issue 
large quantities of stock. In a great 
many of these purchases the invest- 
ment was unwise, and very few profit- 
able, making operations unprofitable, 
which seriously undermined the entire 
system. . 

“President Milton H. Smith has not 
followed such a practice, nor has 
paid high prices for unprofitable trib- 
utaries, but he has, with caution and 
great foresight, built up the Louis- 
ville and Nashville system so that to- 
day it ranks, not only in the south, but 
in the country, as one of the leading 
and successful railroad systems. A 
study of the component parts of the 
system will reveal no effort to stifle 
competition, but a purpose to build up 
a well-organized transportation sys- 
tem.

by reason of this transaction. The 
senafor could easily have discovered, 
if he had been so disposed, that the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
railway was paying to the state of 
Georgia, under itgS lease contract, the 
agreed rental, and that the Louisville 
and Nashville Railroad company 
paying the Nashville, Chattanooga and 
St. Louis railway, under a traffic ar- 
rangement which both companies had 
a legal right to make, and which traf- 
fic arrangement in nowise violated the 
lease act. The senator might have 
gone further and said that the Sea- 
board was using part of the Western 
and Atlantic tracks to enter the union 
station at Atlanta, as well as the At- 
lanta, Birmingham and Atlantic rail- 
road, and that the state of Georgia was 
not receiving a cent from either one 
of these companies for the use of such 
terminal facilities in Atlanta. An 
agreement was mide by the Nashville, 
Chattanoog. and St. Louls railway and 
the Seaboard and Atlanta, Birming- 
ham and Atlantic by which they could 
use the tracks of the Western and At- 
lantic railroad in entering the union 
station, and the Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louis railwe~ had just as much 
risht to make an agreement with the 
Louisville and Nashville to use 
tracks from Cartersville to Atlanta as 
it had to make a contract with the Sea- 
board and the Atlanta, Birmingham and 
Atlantic to get into the union station. 


Charge Is Groundless. 


“The senator further sald, in his pub- 
lished interview, that the Louisville 
and Nashville Railroad company had 
been perniciously active in Georgia pol- 
itics, and the slightest investigation 
on his part would have shown this 
charge groundless The Louisville and 
Nashville Railr company has not at- 
tempted to interfere with Georgia poli- 
tics, has had nothing to do with Geor- 
gia politics and has been singularly 
free from in anywise attempting. to 
control, direct or interfere with Geor- 
gia politics.

I notice you say in your speeches that 
only one-seventh of the taxable property 
of the state is returned, and under the law, 
I do not see any provision made for put- 
ing on the books property not returned, but 
only to equalize the one-seventh that has 
been assessed. 

The one-seventh that is assessed for taxa- 
tion is largely composed of the realty of 


|}farmers, and if you can find a law whereby 
_you can put on the tax digest the six-sev- 


enths of unreturned property, then you will 
have accomplished all that is necessary, 
without disturbing the property returned by 
the farmers. 

I believe, from your reputation, that you 
personally want to do your duty and be 
just, but the powers of the equalization law 


(gives such sweeping latitude on an unjust 
‘state equalizer that in time the people who 
iare today honestly striving to do their duty 


will suffer in consequence thereof. It will 
never do to centralize so much power in 
one man, and especially where the pecuniary 
interest of the whole state is involved. Why 
did the city counties and larger cities of 
the state so warmly endorse and support 
Was it to have their bonds and 
stocks, merchandise and jewelry, that is 
not returned, placed on the tax digest?

I 
have just been observing evidences of 
this at the big show at Hagerstown, 
Md., and I have no doubt that the same 
will be, to a great extent, true here. 
Besides, I confidently expect to see 
new birds in the Atlanta show sudden- 
ly rise to fame. and while their prices 
range from $100 to $500, I expect to 
see numbers of birds bring the top 
notch figure.

The 
trouble is that too many people start 
too ambitiously and try to do too much 
without necessary experience. The 
way to d> Is to begin in a small way 
and increase the number cf birds as 
one gains in knowledge and experience. 
The only person who ever loses any- 
thing in a chicken venture is the one 
who foes at it in an opposite direction.

trying to break up the big business 
combinations which have been formed.

A large audience greeted him and 
he was given a cordial reception. In 
his address he outlined the entire po- 
sition of the progressive party making 
a plea for the south’s support of its 
principles. 

“Southward the star of empire ought 
now to take its way,” began ex-Sena- 
tor Beveridge, the introduction to his 
address being a vivid portrayal of the 
vast resources of the south now lying 
dormant and the wonderful opportuni- 
ties that are in the development of 
these resources. 

Declaring that practically 
thing standing in the way 
south’s taking her rightful place in 
the make-up of tha country was her 
political status, he began at once with 
his plea for the breaking up of the 
“solid south.” and division into two 
parties.

Test Case Against Injunction 
Method of Closing Saloons 
Starts in Macon. 


Macon, Ga., November 15.—(Special.) 


| There is a chance that the fight to 
' close up near beer saloons under the 


injunction plan will reach the supreme 
court of the’ United States. 

In. the superior court today during 
the hearing of the injunction suit 
brought by the Macon Law Enforce- 
ment league to close the saloons of Ed 
Loh, Attorney John R. Cooper raised 
the point that a law which gives a 
judge the right to take away a man’s 
property without due process of law 
is in conflict with the due process 
clause of the state constitution and the 
fourteenth amendment of the United 
States, and that if Judge Matthews 
lecides against him, and is sustained 
by the supreme court of Georgia, he 
will carry the case to the supreme 
court of the United States. 

The case today was a clean-cut near 
beer case, and will be used as a test 
case for the entire state of Georgia. 

Mr. Cooper declared that he. had 
been hammering on this due process 
feature for a long time, but that he 
had at last got hold of a case that he 
was confident he was going to win. 

This is the first time in the history 
of Georgia that the constitutionality 
of a question, both state and federal, 
has been raised in a case of this kind.

In ad- 
dition to an intense desire to win each 
team is actuated by another motive. 
Yale is desperate to win in order to 
end a poor season with some sort of 
credit to herself and likewise to main- 
tain her record of never having been 
beaten by Harvard in the Crimson’s 
stadium. Harvard, on the other hand, 
wishes to demonstrate that Yale is not 
invincible at Cambridge and then to 
roll up the biggest score that a Crim- 
son team ever made against the Elis. 
Away back in 1901, Harvard boat Yale 
by the score of 22-0. That was Yale’s 
worse defeat and was brought about 
by Harvard's terrible tandem tackle’s 
back attack. The same attack beat 
Pennsylvania at the same year 33-6. 

Elis Hopeful. 

The result of the Harvard-Prince- 
ton game in which the Crimson won by 
the bare score of 3-0, a drop kick by 
Brickley, the Elis have strong hopes 
of yet winning this game. Three years 
ago their team was counted down and 
out, weaker even than the 1913 eleven, 
vet the Yale men rallied and held Har- 
vard to a score of 0-0. Yale men have 
such supreme confidence in themselves 
that they believe that they can ac- 
complish anything. No matter how 
Harvard may have been moving down 
her opponents right and left, nor how 
often Yale had fallen by the wayside 
the Blue igs never afraid of the Crim- 
son. 

At the same time on paper, the Har- 
vard should win and win decisively. 
Should the Crimson be beaten it will 
be one of the big surprises of the 1913 
season, 

With but few exceptions Harvard 
and Yale have been meeting annnually 
was interrupted since 1875. The series 
was intterrupted during 1895 and 1896 
over a serious intercollegiate quarrel, 
the result of the 1894 games in which 
the Harvard men charged that Yale 
had deliberately tried to injure their 
players. Of the 33 games played to 
date Yale has been by far the most 
successful, winning 22 times. Of the 
remaining games Harvard has won 
only 6, the other five resulting in ties. 
It is seen, therefore, that Yale can 
afford to let Harvard win this year 
and still be far ahead of the Crimson 
on the series. 

The superiority of the Crimson seems 
to be marked in practically every 
position of the team. From end to end 
Harvard has a greatly superior line. 
Yale may have as much weight, but the 
Crimson forwards are more experienc- 
ed and have more football ability. 


Harvards Stars. 


In the backfield Harvard presents a 
quartette of stars while Yale must 
depend upon a backfield in which no 
man has done exceptional work. The 
Elis have been very unfortunate in 
the backfield because of the most part 
their star playerrs have been incapaci- 
tated by injuries. Yale has lost so 
many men through injuries’ that the 
Elis have not been able to present the 
same backfield for any two consecutive 
games. On top of this two of their 
best players, Pumpelly and Markle, 
were hurt at the beginning of the sea- 
son and have not been able to start 
a game. 

The Harvard backfield will probably 
start the game against Yale much as 
it did against Princeton. If the field 
is dry start instead may put Mahan in 
at the start instead of Bradlee. This 
was reversed against the Tigers be- 
cause the field was very heavy and 
Bradlee is a better defensive back than 
Mahan. 

There was a great deal of surprise 
throughout the college world over the 
result of the Harvard-Princeton game, 
That the Crimson should win by only 
a score of 3-0, was tota!lv unexpected 
in view of the Tigers’ defeat by Dart- 
mouth two weeks previous. 

But a close analysis of this game in- 
dicates that the result was due more 
to Harvard's lack of preparation for 


Yale Holds Princeton Eleven 
In Big Game; Eastern Teams 


Only Able to Kick Field Goal 


New Haven, Conn., November 15.— 
Rising Phoemx-like from the ashes of 
a disheartening preliminary season, the 
Yale football team forced Princeton, 
the 10 to 7 favorite, to a tie score game 
at 3 to 3 in the annual contest here 
this afternoon. Guernsey, for - Yale, 
kicked a field goal in the second period 
of play and Captain “Nobey” Baker 
tied the score for Princeton with a 
similar, but more spectacular, feat in 
the third quarter. 

The tie sccre, however, does not 
show the marked superiority which ex- 
isted in favor of the Blue. Player for 
player and team against team, the Blue 
was better than the Orange and Black 
in both offensive ana defensive play. 
Yale adherents are saying tonight that 
holding the Tigers to a tie ame wasa 
moral victory for the Blue, but the 
veterans, who made gridiron history 
for the Elis in other years, knew that 
an actual, and nor moral, victory 
should have been won by Yale, but for 
0r generalship and judgment in crit- 
ical periods, 

Punting Duel. 

The game early developed into a 
punting duel with Law, of. Princeton, 
pitted against Knowles, for Yale, and 
during the first period the ball was 
kept sailing back and ferth with but 


| little advantage one way or the other. 


In the second quarter, with the ball 
in Princeton’s possession on her 25- 
yard line, Law punted to mid-field, but 
illegal tackling by the Tigers’ cost 
them a Y5-yard penalty. From Prince- 
to'n’s 32-yard line Yale started a rush- 
ing game, which carried the ball to 
the Tigers’ 22-vard mark. Beyond this 
point the Eli eleven could not advance 
successfully and Guernsey, the Yale 
drop kicker, replaced Knowles, and was 
given a chance for a field goal. Stand- 
ing on Princeton's 31l-yar« line, he 
drove th: ball over the bar and the 
Yale stands cheered and sang with in- 
creased vigor. 

They failed to consider the ability of 
Captain Baker as a goal kicker, heuw- 
ever, and in the third period the 
Princeton leader saved his team from 
defeat by duplicating, under more dif- 
ficult conditions, che field goal scored 
by Guernsey. Following an exchange 
of punts, Baker made a fair catch in 
mid-field. krom scrimmage, Prince- 
ton, using a mixture of old and new 
football, advanced te Yale's 25-yard 
line. There the Blue forwards checked 
the Tiger rushes and Captain Baker. 
standing 42 yards from tthe Yale goal 
posts, kicked the pall over the bar for 
the three points needed to even the 
score. 

It was great kick and the name of 
the 19138 Princeton captain will go 
down in football history .with these 
of Alex Moffat, Johnny Baird, John 
DeWitt and other famous field goal 
kickers, who scored for the Orangeand 
Black in the years of early football. 


Princeton Outplayed. 


It is well, perge ns. that such shwuld 
be the case, for e Princeton team. as 
a whole failed to gain any lasting 
glory, the thirty-ninth contest with 
the Blue. Hailed as one of the best 
elevens developed on the Tiger field in 
rec2nt years, it was outplayed in a)l- 
most every department of the game by 
a team just finding iteelf after a defeat 
and two scoreless tle games with 
smaller colleges. 

An analysis of the offensive and de- 
fensive pla; of the two teams shows 
the remarkable manner in which Yale 
outshone the players from the Jersey 
Plains. By rushing, Yale gained 139 
yards in 44 plays to Princeton's 37 in 
22 efforts. Three first downs were 
scored against the Tigers’ solitary gain 
in this respect. Thirty-five kicks 
netted 1,214 yards, against 1,188 yards 
for Princeton in 33 kicks. Yale re- 
gained 180 yards Dj running back 
Law's punts, while Princeton picked 
up but 143 yards in a similar manner. 
The Tigers tried three forward passes. 
two of which were incompleted, and 
one intercepted: while Yale’s lone at- 
tempt in this respect alse? went for 
naught. 

Yale Errors. 


Déspite the overwhelming superiori- 
ty in all around play, Yale could only 
claim credit for tying Princeton in 
the early battle. Errors of judgement 


and individual slips at critical points 
robbed the team of much of its ef- 
fectivenessS and left the Blue with a 
still greater problem to face in the 
Harvard game next Saturday. 

This in part was due to the fact that 
Wilson, formerly a fullback, was shift- 
ed to quarterback less than two weeks 
ago, and is still unfamiliar with the 
new position’s posibilities. To this 
and to rather recent changes in the 
Yale line, Princeton owes her escape 
from defeat, for brilliant streaks of 
play which advanced the ball to with- 
in striking distance of the Tigers’ goal 
line went for naught when some indi- 
vidual play or slip would nullify the 
work of the eleven as a whole. 

The most striking example came late 
in the final period when the ball fell 
into Yale’s possession on Princeton's 
40-yard line. Ainsworth, béhind splen- 
did interference, raced down the field 
to the Tigers’ six-yard line before he 
was thrown by Captain Baker. 

It appeared that Yale was to score 
its first touchdown against Princeton 
since 1910, and her adherents were 
cheering and shrieking advice. The 
Tigers blocked two line plunges that 
carried the ball to the extreme right 
side of the field. A third attempt to 
put the ball inside the Princeton five- 
yard line, but so far to the right of 
the posts that a field goal was virtu- 
ally impossible. 

Carter Drops Pass. 


With ten yards to gain, Wilson made 
a perfect forward pass to Carter, who 
had slipped across the goal line, but 
the Yale right-end dropped the ball 
in his excitement and went out of the 
game, crying like a child, a few mo- 
ments later. 

Twice during the closing period, 
Guernsey ttempted to duplicate his 
earlier field goal, each time within 
Princeton's 35-yard line, but failed. 

These were examples of lapses 
Yale’s play. 

The other and brighter side was the 
revival of the real Yale fighting spirit 
and promise of better and more fin- 
ished football in the game against 
Harvard. 

So far as

brilliancy was 
concluded both Yale and Princeton co- 
horts found much to admire. Captain 
Baker's field goal caused his fumbling 
and poor running with the ball to be 
forgotten, and Ballin charged through 
the Yale line and into the backfield 
like an all-American tackle.

He thinks women must have 
the elective franchise to be able tu 
vote and act intelligently. Women, as 
a rule, are not the ignorant creatures 
that some people would like for us to 
believe. Besides that, we believe :f 
men, White men, black men, 
and men of all kinds except 
criminals, idiots, minors and 
aliens have been permitted to vote and 
hold office all these years since the 
United States of America became a re- 
publican government, it is too late to 
draw the line on the ignorant women 
who will surely have the responsibil- 
ity thrust upon them, as it was thrust 
upon the ignorant ex-slave men of the 
south.

Seeking Responsibility. 

The suffragists are seeking responsi- 
bility and at the same time they are 
posting themselves on the things the 
daily papers carry, and what they con- 
sider the political rights of women. 
They do not think it is an insolence for 
them to ask for the political responsi- 
bility which has been conferred so 
freely and willingly on Tom, Dick and 
Harry, and the negro men who were 
ignorant, but are getting bravely over 
it, since they learned to read the con- 
stitution of the United States after 
1869, when they were enfranchised by 
the fifteenth amendment to the constl- 
tution. The enfranchisement of women 
will not be delayed, because there are 
some who do not study political econ- 
omy and do not say, with avowed suf- 
fragists, “I want to vote bacuse I can 
xet what rightfully belongs to Me as.a 
citizen by the use of the little tool— 
the ballot.’”’ Class discrimination is un- 
just, and I protest against it in the 
case of women who compose the other 
half of our common humanity. I am 
weary of being humiliated, and dis- 
tressed by being classed politically 
with lunatics, criminals, idiots, minors 
and aliens. 1 am a taxpayer, and “tax- 
ation without representation is tyran- 
ny.” Our fofefathers said so, and they 
poured tea MM the ocean and used shot 
and shell ta eer it, just like the 
militants ag sinashing windows, etc., 
for “Votes ar women! 

The demq Mstration of suffragists on 


Tuesday was their way of demonstra- 
tion that they believed in self-govern- 
ment, and intend to have the ballot to 
accomplish their purpose. 


Suffrage Convention at Washington. 


The national convention is always 
the most important event of the year 
to the organized suffragists. Parades, 
pageants, hikes and other forms of 
propaganda are more likely to catch 
the attention of the general public— 
indeed, they are organized just for 
that purpose—but the convention is 
primarily for the inspiration and edu- 
cation of the suffrage workers them- 
selves. To be sure, Washington and 
the first week in December, have been 
selected for this year’s convention be- 
cause the presence of so many wom- 
en who are voters, and so many who 
want to vote, is expected to have a 
stimulating effect on the memories of 
those congressmen who, having con- 
centrated their attention on the tar- 
iff and currency reform, may have for- 
gotten that a suffrage amendment is 
pending. 

Possible Effect on Congress. 


It is hoped that a number of sena- 
tors and representatives will find time 
to attend sessions of the convention. 
But whether they do or not (the first 
of December is the day on which tke 
new congress convenes and will there- 
fore be a busy time) the wives and 
daughters of many of them will take 
an active part in the convention. 

New Constitution to Be Discussed. 


From an organization standpoint the 


most important work of the present 
convention will be the vote on the 
new constitution which will be pro- 
posed by a committee of which Mrs. 
Carrie Chapman Catt, the international 
president, is chairman. This constli- 
tution, .if adopted, will put the na- 
tional association on a firm business 
basis. It provides for the adoption by 
the convention of a plan of work for 
the national and a budget: also for 
the assumption of financial responsi- 
bility sufficient to cover the budget 
by the affiliated auxiliary and asso- 
ciate members which are the constitu- 
ent parts of the national association. 
The old way has been for the conven- 
tion to decide that the national should 
maintain headquarters, publish liter- 
ature, carry on a press bureau, help 
in the state campaigns and in general 
keep up the work of a great associa- 
tion. Then the various state assocta- 
tions and individuals have pledged 
whatever they have felt they could 
afford to the support of the work, but 
the amount raised has never been 
enough for the year’s necessary ex- 
penses. In brief tthe officers of the 
national assoication have been made 
responsible for a certain amount of 
work, but have not been given the 
money for doing it. The result has 
been much time and energy taken from 
propaganda work and devoted to 
money-raising. This also meant less 
economy in the end than if the offi- 
cers had been able to make long con- 
tracts for rent, printing, organizers, 


etc. The new constitutian, the com- 
mittee claims, will make taxation ab- 


solutely dependent on and consistent 
with representation. 


Prominent Figures at Convention. 


To those who attend the _ public 
meetings only, and to many of the dele- 
gates, the greatest interest of the con- 
vention will as usual be found in the 
presence of many women who are well 
known, not only as suffragists but also 
as leaders in their professions and in 
every kind of social reform. Dr. Anna 
Howard Shaw, president of the associa- 
tion, will of course prestde at all the 
business sessions and at most of the 
public meetings. Mrs. Carrie Chapman 
Catt and Miss Jane Addams will make 
two of the most important addresses, 
and almost every state will send its 
president as well as the full number 
of delegates to which it is’ entitled. 
Senator Helen Ring Robinson, of Colo- 
rado, account fail to convince her hear- 
ers at the Sunday mass meeting that 
the ballot has given great power as 
well as dignity to the women of Col- 
orado. The measures passed in Colo- 
rado this year, for which Senator Rob- 
inson is given particular credit, tend to 
show that a woman in politics uses her 
strength for protecting the children, 
the under-paid and the over-worked. # 


Illinois Victory Celebrated. 

The greatest enthusiasm of the con- 
vention will doubtless be aroused on Il- 
linois night when the women who are 
given most credit for the passing of 
the partial. suffrage bill in that state 
will speak. They are Mrs. Catherine 
Waugh McCulloch, Mrs. Ella Stewart, 
and the four members of the so-called 
suffrage lobby Mrs. Grace Wilbur 
Trout, Mrs. Antoinette Funk, Mrs. 
Medill McCormick and Mrs. Sherman 
Booth. Mrs. Joseph Tilton Bowen is 
another Illinois woman who will take 
an important part in the convention. 
Mrs. Bowen will be in charge of one of 
the most educational sessions of the 
convention. That evening Judge Ol- 
sen will tell of the establishment of 
the court of domestic relations in Chi- 
cago; Judge Mack will describe the 
Chicago juvenile court which has 
served as the model of juvenile courts 
of all countries; Miss Maude Miner, 
secretary of the New York probation 
commission, will speak on the night 
court of New York and of the proba- 
tion work connected with it, and Miss 
Katherine Bement Davis will describe 
conditions and methods at Bedford re- 
formatory for women. 

The Congressional Committee. 

Almost as great as the rejoicing 
over the victory last June in Illinois 
will be the enthusiasm over the vic- 
tory which is this year expected in 
congres3s—namely the submission of the 
suffrage amendment to the several 
states. For many yvears Susan B. An- 
thony regularly spent her winters in 
Washington to further the interests of 
a suffrage amendment. The congres- 
sional work which she began has this 
year been in charge of a committee, the 
members of which are Miss Alice Paul, 
Miss Lucy Burns, Mrs. Lawrence Lewis, 
Jr.. Mrs. Mary Beard, and Mrs. Crys- 
tal Eastman Benedict. It is expected 
that they will all be at the convention. 
Miss Paul will greet the delegates at 
the opening session and Miss Burns 
will make an address on the federal 
amendment work

The city electrician showed the board 
rieces of cable which he said had been 
attacked by electrolysis and greatly 
damaged, and declared that tests tiade 
by himself and a government expert 
showed that the system was in danger.

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WOODWARD VETOES 
FENCE RESOLUTION 


Declares Contractors Have No 
Right to Use the Streets 
of Atlanta. 


Mayor James G Woodward has 
vetoed the resolution passed up by 
council at its last meeting authorizing 
the Calhoun estate to crect a fence iu 
the street at the corner of Broad and 
Alabama streets. 

At a former meeting of council a 
similar permit was rejected, and the 
mayor ordered Chief of Police Beavers 
to notify the contractors to move the 
fence back to the sidewalk. 

“The streets and sidewalks belong to 
the people, and the city council has 
no authority under the law to allow 
contractors or any individual to use 
any part of the thoroughfares for pr'- 
vate purposes,” Mayor Woodward said 
Saturday, commenting on his action. 

“TI consider the crossing at Broad 
and Alabama streets to be the most 
dangerous in the city, especially sg) 
now that Whitehall street has been 
partly torn up and vehicles forced to 
use Broad and Forsyth streets.” 

The mayors message to council is as 
follows: 

“] return to you without my approval the 
resolution passed at your last session, giving 
a permit to build a fence in the street at the 


corner of Alabama and Broad streets. At a 
former meeting of your body you rejected 


| 


this same request. This possibly is the most 
dangerous corner in theecity of Atlanta. 
“We have at the present time a joint com- 


} 
mittee appointed from the chamber of. com- 


merce and the general council looking into 
the matter of street congestion. The cen- 
tral parts of the city are very much crowded 
with the ordinary business of the city. While 
it has been, in the past, the policy of the 
city to allow owners and contractors to 
build these fences and obstructing the gen- 
eral passageway of the public, the city of 
Atlanta has arrived at that point in its 
progress that it can no longer grant such 
permits in our central congested business 
Streets. Many other cities other than At- 
lanta, yet with their streets no more con- 
gested than ours, do not permit such ob- 
structions. The corner of Broad and Ala- 
bama streets, as I say, is one of the most 
congested and dangerous corners in the city, 
made so by the great number of street cars 
at that corner and the large amount of ve- 
hicles and ordinary street traffic taking that 
direction in order to avoid the Whitehall 
street viaduct. 

“IT am firm of the opinion that the general 
council should grant no more permits for 
blockading the streets through the business 
and congested sections. Besides, I thorough- 
ly believe that all such permits are illegal. 
I do not believe that the city authorities 
have power to blockade the street or any 
part of a street. The streets are public 
highways and every person has the right to 
such streets and no one has the right to im- 
pede trave!t through such thoroughfares. I 
am thoroughly convinced that Atlanta has 
got to cease giving such permits and there is 
no better time than the present to make 
that beginning. 

“Aside from the reasons given, I am con- 
vinced that the action of your general body 
is illegal from the fact that you are at- 
tempting to set aside an ordinance of the 
city by resolution. While I do not wish to 
appear in any way as attempting to retard 
any kind of improvement, I am thoroughly 
satisfied that this action is the proper course 
in this matter.’’

Mayor Woodward also vetoed the 
resolution which provides for an in- 
crease of $600 a year to the salary 
of the city attorney. ' ’

Te Equalize Salaries. 


He first wants the finance commit- 
tee and the salary committee to go 
ovcr the pay rolls and equalize salaries 
all alone the line. 

“I figure that more than $50,000 can 
be saved the city, and the system of 
fixing salaries on the basis of pvlitical 
preference abolished,” he says. 

The mayor is opposed to increasing 
the salaries of certain officers of cer- 
tain departments and ignoring the 
same class of officers in another de- 
partment. 

“We have bookkeepers in some de- 
partments getting $100 a menth, and 
another man working right alongside 
of him for $80 a month,” he says. 
“This is demoralizing. Take the health 
department, for instance; the ~ chief 
clerk in that department receives only 
$1,650 a year, and | know from per- 
sonal observation that he is one of the 
most efficient and hardwerking men 
in the city government. Chief clerks 
who do not perform half the work he 
does get $2,000 and more.” 


Mayor’s Veto Message. 


The mayor’s veto message dealing 
with the me department salary 
grading bill is as follows: 

“T return to your hénorable body the reso- 
lution passed at its last session dealing with 
the regrading for salary standing of the 
members of the police department. 

‘While this measure does not contemplate 
the interference of the salary of more than 
60.per cent of the police department, yet it 
carries an increased @xpenditure on the pay 
rolis of nearly $7,000. I am not opposed to 
the men doing the work getting a living 
wage, but I send this back for the .purpose 
of having the matter referred to the s&ulary 
and finance committees in order that the 
salaries of the firemen, the school teachers, 
sanitary department and water department 
and the different employees of the city’ hall 
shall be taken up and considered-at the same 
time I realize that on account of the high 
cost of living that it is a hard matter for a 
great many of our worthy employees, upon 
the present wages paid, to live in comfort, 
much less secure any of the luxuries of life, 
and I am thoroughly in favor of giving them 
the necessaries rather than indulge in lux- 
uries for higher paid officials. 

“Another matter that I would suggest that 
the committees referred to above should take 


‘up is the matter of properly grading and 


classifying the employees of the different 
departments in order, that all of each and 
every class shall receive the same emolu- 
ment. As it is, we have bookkeepers in 
gome of our departments who are getting 


$100 per month with another man working 
right by the side of the §100 man, but only 
receiving $80 per month. This is demoraliz- 
ing and discouraging and the city is the suf- 
ferer thereby. This is a condition in nearly 
every department of the city government. 
Take for instance the matter of chief clerks. 
We have them in some departments where 
they are paid as high as $2,000 per year; in 
another department $1,900 per year, in an- 
other $1,800 per year and in another $1,650 
per year. They are all of .the same class 
and grade of employment and are all wor- 
thy and competent men and perform their 
different duties well and satisfactory. Now 
it is evident that the $2,000 man is receiving 
too much or the $1,650 man is receiving too 
little. I consider it nothing. but just and 
right that such cases as I have enumerated 
should be corrected for the benefit of the 
service of the city and to do justice td our 
employees. For this reason, and for this 
reason alone, I have referred this matter 
back to your honorable body with the 
recommendation that it take the course that 
I have suggested.”

The World’s Mysteries 


DID RAVAILLAC HAVE ACCOMPLICES? 


The assassination of Henry IV of France 
ended the era of famous political murders. 
These murders were of such a nature that 
a conspiracy was invariably suggested and 
strong effort was always made to figure 
out who had been the accomplices to be 
followed by an effort to bring those higher 
in power to justice, but such effort invaria- 
bly failed. 

When Francis Ravaillac assassinated 
Henry IV on the day after the coronation 
of his queen, Mary de Medici, in the Ferro- 
niere street at Paris, where his carriage had 
stopped a few minutes, the assassin was 
executed so speedily and with such revolting 
barbarity, but not even the repeated appli- 
cation of the torture elicited the least in- 
formation as to the motives or the accom- 
plices which he may have had in his crime. 

Henry was so intermingled in the re- 
ligious plots of his day that it was really 
a wonder, considering the time. that his 
life was spared 4as long as it was. His 
switching from one faith to the other in- 
vited the fanatic’s dagger. Rut Henry was 
brought up in that perilous time and never 
knew what it was to have fear. Ravaillac 
was a religious fanatic, {tt is true, but it 
is not likely that he alone and unaided 
succeeded in carrying out his dastardly plot. 

The asSassination was the unfortunate 
outcome of a religious controversy which 
time would no doubt have settled amicably 
to all sides had the king been allowed to 
live, for just at the time of his death Henry 
was about to carry into effect a Plan for 
the establishing of a great European con- 
federation founded on the civil equality of 
Catholics and Protestants and on an equilib- 
rium of power among the great nations of 
Europe. Naturally, then, Henry’s death was 
a cruel loss not only for France, but for 
the whole world. 

One thing, however, was accomplished in 
his death—it.ended in France the resorting 
to murder, which during the religious wars 
had taken off Coligny, Henry of Guise and 
the two kings, Henry IIF ana Henry IV, all 
during one generation. But of these only 
the assassination of Henry IV made a last- 
ing and. profound impression on his contem- 
poraries as well -as on posterity. 

It was one of the most patriotic and 
high-minded thoughts of Voltaire to make 


Hlenry the Fourth the hero of his epic poem. 
“La Henriade,” which is a noble hymn of 
liberty and a glorification of reMNzious to! 
eration. 

It is uncertain whether the profound hor- 
ror which the assassination of Henry caused 
throughout the worid, or the terrible pun- 
ishment inflicted on Ravaillac, caused assas- 
Sins to desist from their nefarious work, but 
certainly it is that no new assassination of 
a king or any member of the royal fami), 
of France took place from the death of Hen- 
ry IV to the assassination of the Duc: de 
Berry, ‘from 1610 to 1820. 

Upon the death of the Duke of Anjou 
in 1584, Henry became the legitimate heir 
to the crown of France. He became kine 
five years later upon the death of Henr, 
Ill. This started a civil war. Only the 
southern province of Erance and the Prot 
estants recognized him as King, while the 
Catholics protested against him and refuaed 
obedience to him. His conversion to Cathol- 
icism in a great measure ended the contro- 
versy. 

Henry achieve- 
his farseeing 


IV's greatest political 
ment, by which he manifested 
ability as a statesman, was the edict of 
Nantes, promulgated on the 13th of April. 
1598. It guaranteed freedom of consclence 
and equality before the law to Catholics and 
Protestants; and it was the first great mani- 
festo of religious toleration issued by any 
ruler. 

Undoubtedly it was this edict of Nantes 
which caused his assassination—an act of 
revenge with which his religious opponents 
paid back the Injury they supposed the, 
had received at his hands. 

Ravaillac, the assassin, was of humble 
origin and began life as a “valet de cham- 
bre,” but afterwards became a lawyer and 
also a teacher of a school. He made an 
attempt to gain admission to the order of 
Feulllants and also to the Society of Jesus. 
but failed in both. His disappointment fos- 
tered a fanatical temperament, and rumors 
that the king was intending to make war 
upon the pope suggested, no doubt, to him 
the idea of assassination. Although, as said 
before, in the course of his trial he was fre- 
quently put to the torture, yet he persiat- 
entlv—and it is now believed truly—denied 
that he had been prompted by any one or 
had any accomplices,

IN NEGLECTED MAIL ORDER LINE 


Editor Constitution: What is the mat- 
ter with Atlanta in the mall order busi- 
ness? “Atlanta always ahead,” sounds gooti, 
and is perhaps true in a lot of respects, 
but when’ it comes to the mail order busi- 
ness your slogan should be: “Atlanta ain't 
in it.” I doubt if there is as much as $500 
worth of merchandise shipped from your city 
to the consumers of Talbot county in a 
year. 

The large mail order houses of the north 
and east are reaping a rich harvest jin the 
south. I know of one mail order house that 
sells nothing but ladies’ cloaks, dresses, etc., 
that is, I belleve, selling thousands of dol- 
lars worth of merchandise in this county 
annually, and it is a well-known fact that 
the big Chicago mail order houses are do- 
ing a tremendous business annually all over 
the south. Now, you can take tailor-made 
clothing, and there is hardly a mail or 
express. that does not bring one or more 
suits, and they are all made in the north; 
so far I have never seen a tailor-made suit 
of clothes shipped here that was made in 
Atlanta. 

Mouey Goes Away. 

Your city raises millions to organize new 
banks, insurance companies and other en- 
terprises,- but it seems to me that it would 
pay better to get up a large mail order 
house, and get some of the business right 
at your door. You have all the advantage 
of the northern concerns in the way of rate, 
either by express or. mail. For instance, 
the parcel post rate on six pounds, about

what a suit of clothes weigh, from your 
city to this place is only 10 cents, while the 
rate on the same amount from Chicago o 
New York is 44 cents. 

Besides the advantage in rates you have 
a great many other advantages, such as 
quick service and the advantage of being 
a Southern city, for most people would pre- 
fer to buy their goods in a southern mar- 
Ket if other things are equal.

Review of Prof. Brooks’ 
New History of Georgia 


(Histery of Georgia, by R. P. Brooks, Associ- 
ate Prefessor of Georgia History. Univer- 
sity of Georgia. Atkinson, Mentzer & Co., 
Chicago.) 

This History of Georgia b\ 
P. Brooks, of the University 
going to appeal to a far wider 
readers than the school children for whom 
it is written. The thoughtful lover of his 
State who is jealous of her honor and her 
true greatness is given the rare treat in 
this book of seeing her defended and justi- 
fied, where she is defensible and justifiable, 
by a scholar, in a scholar’s cool, unimpas- 
sioned, almost matter-of-fact manner. It is 
fascinating reading—the story of the coloni- 
zation, of the acquisition of territory from 
the savages, of the. growth of slavery 
through the invention of the cotton gin, the 
study of the growth and development of the 
black belt, with its economic causes and ef- 
fects, the carefully prepared maps illustrat- 
ing the tides in the population, particularly 
the immense expansion of south Georgia in 
the last few decades—all are subjects of ab- 
sorbing interest and treated in a masterly 
manner with, the authority that stamps in- 
dependent study of the sources of the state's 
history. The fact is that this history gets 
away from the ordinary anecdotal retailing 
of trivialities, the customary small beer 
chronicles of political parties and places 
the emphasis where it belongs, upon that 
which is truly vital and significant in the 
social and economic life of the people. 

It does a Georgian good to read the chap- 
ters on reconstruction: the mere recital of 
the facts makes his heart swell with pride 
in the sound sense and masterfulness that 
mark every step which our leaders took in 
those parlous times; the bare facts are their 
overwhelming justification. We can only 
approve heartily of the tact which gives 
small space to the campaigns of the civil 
war outside of the state, but quite justl)s 
makes a detailed study of Sherman’s famous 
march through Georgia, placing this act of 
infamy in the pillory by means of the same 
cool, calm presentation of the results of 
scholarly research. 

The last part of the book, with its ac- 
count of the wonderful achievements of the 
last forty years and its buoyant, optimistic 
outlook upon the future, is perhaps the best 
of all. The chapter on Great Georgians calls 
the roll of the men whose work has illus- 
trated the state in science, literature, relig- 
ion and politics; and that is good, too, to 
nourish in the children a just pride in such 
men as Long, Lanier and Harris, whose fame 
has gone beyond a mere parochial reputa- 
tion and become a part of the heritage of the 
wider world.

“Take, for instance, the item of 
cream cheese. It was a stumbling 


block to the framers of the Atlanta 
dinner menu. Nobody on the commit- 
tee had any idea it could be had in 
Georgia, and it was at first left off the 
menu. Friday a visitor laughed at the 
idea ef itsi omission. ‘Why,’ said he, 
“Miss Lillie Reynolds, at Lithia 
Springs, manufactures the finest cream 
cheese you ever saw, and she can fur- 
nish all you'll need.’ 

“Then there was the question of so- 
called tropical fruits. Few believed 
they could be had outside of some con- 


servatory or hot house, but it has been 
developed that Bainbridge, at its great 
dinner—at .which, by the way, 3,099 


dine—will serve all com- 
ers bananas and oranges grown in De- 
catur county, and lemonade made from 
lemons raised in the same blessed cor- 
ner of the state, while the cigars will 
be made in Bainbridge from tobacco 
grown nearby. 

“From the hills of Habersham, with 
its incarnadined apples, to the waters 
of the Atlantic, witu its luscious oy3- 
ters and toothsome terrapines, Georgia 
is given up to consideration of things 
gastronomic. 

“But the value of it all is not that 
people are taught to eat, but that th:s 
state. outstrioping its fellows, demon- 
strates indubitably and _ irrefutably 
this fact; Georgia is an empire; graiftd, 
solid, independent, it stands as a 
unique demonstration of the south's 
greatness, itself the greatest factor in 
that immensity.”

SPLENDID ADDRESS 
GIVEN BY 5. J. JONES 


Sam J. Jones, Popular 
Salesman, Makes Rous- 
ing Talk Before City 
Salesmen’s Association. 


The following address was given by 
Sam J. Jones, the popular salesman, 
at the meeting of the City Salesmen’s 
association, last Saturday. All those 
present found the talk wonderfully 
inspiring, and the association person- 
ally requested that it be published in 
The Constitution Firing Line so that 
every salesman could see it. Incident- 
ally it may be remarked that the 
salesmen who misses these regular 
meetings of the association, held every 
Saturday at 10:30 a. m. , in the city 
hall assembly hall, is losing splendid 
opportunities for increasing his vaiue 
to his firm. 

The address follows in full: 

“The human race ig doing nobly. 
“Our progress is splendidly inspir- 
ing. ’ 
“We ought to rejoice in the birth- 
right of the blessed privilege of liv- 
ing in the nineteenth century. 

“We are standing today in the gray 
of the early dawn, and before the even- 
ing of the nineteenth century dawns 
the human race will make progress be- 
yond our highest dreams or wildest 
fancies. 

“Mind is the shaping and controlling 
force that influnces every step of 
progress, every new invention, every 
higher attainment. 


“Mind is the master power that moulds 
and makes, 
And man is mind, and ever more he 
takes 
The tool of thought, and, shaping what 
he wills,

sand ills:

‘Mind is man’s devil that produces 
all trouble, sin, sorrow, disease, woe 
and unhappiness, by allowing selfish- 
ness, prejudice, envy, lust, hatred, mal- 
ice and anger, to possess its holy pre- 
cincts, and hold umgoverned'§ sway.

“Mind tales us back to happy days 
of childhood. 

“Mind lets us In the present review 
the pictures we have hung on the walls 
of life’s memory. 

“Mind gives us gladsome anticipation 
of future greatness. 

“Mind is thought, 
truly said by some writer that calm- 
ness of; mind is one of the beautiful 
jewels of wisdom. 

“Its presence is an indication 
ripened experience, and of a more than 
ordinary knowledge of the laws and 
operation of thought. 

“So all of these facts being true (and 
no one can truthfully dispute them), it 
becomes man’s duty to take stock of 
his mind forces and direct them in 
channels of usefulness to himself and 
to cthers. 

“The silent power of thought is the 
most powerful influence in the world 
Mind is silent, and the most powerful 
forces are the silent forces. This is 
common knowledge in regard to the 
riechanical forces, such as steam aad 
electricity, but very few people have 
yet learned to apply this knowledge 
to the realm o mind, where the 
thought forces are continually being 
generated and sent forth as currents 
of salvation or destruction. 

“The Hebrew prophets, with their 
perfect knowldege of the supreme law, 
always related outward events to in- 
ward thought, and associated national 
disaster or success with the thoughts 
and desires that dominated the nation 
at the time. 

“The knowledge of the 
of thought ts the basis 
prophecies, as it is the 
real wisdom and power. 

“It is the silent and conquering 
thought forces which bring all things 
into manifestation. 

“Matter in its last analysis is found 
to be merely objective thought.

To fear 
worry is as sinful as to curse, for how 
can one fear and worry if he tntrinsi- 
callv believes in the eternal justice. the 
omnipotent good, the boundless love? 
“To fear, to worry, is to doubt, is 
to deny, is to disbelieve. 

“It is from such states of mind that 
all weakness and failure proceed, for 
they represent the annulling and 4€afs- 
integratine of the nositive forces of 
thought which would otherwise speed 
to their object with nower, and bring 
about their own beneficent results. 
“To overcome these neeative condi- 
tions is to enter into a life of power. 
is to cease to be a slave and become 
master over your own forces.

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Did Georgian Invent the Steamboat 
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W2 LONGSTREEL. “Javertor 


By T. B. CONNER. 

As the United States has from time 
immemorial exercised the exclusive 
right of granting patents for inven- 
tions, no one has ever thought of the 
state of Georgia as at one time having 
same right herself. Yet such

It probably time that

invention than -that engine to 
be used in propelling a boat. 

It has been the illfortune of Geor- 
gia inventors to receive scant recog- 
nition from the outside world. While 
Dr. Crawford W. Long has for many 
years been given due credit by the 
people of his rative state for the 
epoch-making discovery of anesthe- 
sia, only recently have his claims be 
gun to be recognized by the world at 
large, and even now the vast majority 
of educated people outside of Georgia 
are divided in opinion between the 
rights of a Scotchman and a Massa- 
chusetts dentist to priority in a dis- 
covery in which undisputed records 
show that the Georgian was several 
years in advance of either. 

The Rev. F. R. Goulding, who is 
remembered as the author of several 
charming books still read by children, 
is said to have made a sewing ma- 
chine, which was used by his. wife, 
some time before the machine of Elias 
Howe, the accredited inventor of that 
labor-saving device was heard of. 


THEY BEAT FULTON 
BY 20 YEARS. 


Now, almost twenty years before 
Robert Fulton made his successful ex- 
periment in steam navigation with the 
“Clermont”’ on the Hudson, I. Briggs 
and William Longstreet, two Geor- 
gians, had built an engine to be used 
in a steamboat, which operated suc- 
cessfully before that of Fulton. 

This fact is attested by the patent 
alluded to above, granted by an act 
of the Georgia legislature passed at 
Augusta, February 1, 1788, giving the 
inventors the exclusive rights to their 
device for a period of fourteen years. 
This curious and most interesting old 
document, which seems never to have 
been published before, is as follows: 

“An account of the construction and 
principles of Briggs and Longstreet’s 
steam engine; for the exclusive use 
of which a privilege was granted to 
the inventors for fourteen years by 
an act of the legislature passed at 
Augusta the Ast day of February, 
7 88. 

‘The engine consists of a boiler, two 
-ylinders and a condenser, construct- 
ed in the following manner, viz.: 

“The boiler consists of two metallic 
vessels, globular or néarly so, placed 
one the other, so as to leave 
interstice between, in which 

the boiling water is con- 
inner vessel contains the 
flame of which passes 

a spiral flue wending around 
the of the owter vessel from 
the to the top. The steam 
is conveyed by a pipe from the boiler 
into an interstice between. 

“The cylinders, which are 
placed horizontally one within the 
other, from whence it (the steam) is 
admitted alternately into each one of 
the inner cy'inders, in which it im- 
pels @ Ditttn to vibrate both ways 
with equ?! torce. It is also admitted 
alternately tn pass from each end of 
the inner cylinder, the communicea- 
tions to and from which are opened 
‘and shut by a single cock by means | 
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‘of pipes into the condenser, which is 


a metallic vessel having a large sur- 
face in contact with cold water. ‘The 
condensed steam or warm water is 
drawn out of it by a pump. 
(Signed) “I. BRIGGS, 
“WM. LONGSTREET. 
“Recorded 30th January, 1789.” 


LONGSTREET WAS 
SOLE INVENTOR. 


Although the device was very crude, 

embodied all the principles that 
were subsequently used in double- 
action steam engines, operating either 
as locomotives or on steamboats. Wil- 
liam Longstreet is credited with be- 
ing the sole inventor. The connection 
of Briggs with the device probably 
came about through financial help 
which he extended to Longstreet in 
securing the patent. The latter is 
known to have been a poor financier, 
regarded by his neighbors as an im- 
practical dreamer and always pressed 
for funds with which to make his ek- 
periments. 

No stronger or more pathetic proof 
could be given of the way the man 
was misunderstood by the men of his 
own time than is furnished by the 
laconic note which the recorder of tne 
patent has placed opposite the names 
of the patentees in the index. It is 
as follows: 

“Briggs 
(nothing).” 

Not having the funds with which 
to build a boat large enough to hold 
passengers, Longstreet first construct- 
ed a miniature model only two or 
three feet long, hoping thereby ‘o give 
a practical demonstration of his theo- 
ry that would arouse interest and 
secure for him financial support. The 
little device worked all right. But 
the people said it was only a toy, and 
le. it go at that. 

After appealing to various friends 
in the vicinity of Augusta, which was 
his home town, for encouragement in 
putting his invention on a successful 
footing, the idea finally struck him 
of addressing himself to the governor 
of that time, Edward Telfair. He 
wrote as follows: 


HIS LETTER TO 


GOV. TELFAIR. 


“September 26, 1790—Edward Tel- 
fair, Governor of Georgia—Sir: |]

“My not reducing my scheme to prac- 
tice has been a little unfortunate for 
me, J] confess, and perhaps for the 
people in general, but un‘il very lately 
I did not think that either artists or 
material could be had in the place 
sufficient. However, necessity, that 
grand science of invention, has fur- 
nished me with an idea of perfecting 
my plans almost entirely with wooden 
materials, and by such workmen as 
may be got here, and from a thorough 
confidence of its success, I have pre- 
sumed to ask your assistance and pat- 
ronage. 

“Should it succeed, agreeable to my 
expectations, I hope I shall discover 
that source of duty which such favors 
always merit, and should it not suc- 
ceed your reward must lie with other 
unlucky adventurers. 

“For me to mention to you the ad- 
vantages arising from such a machine 
would be tedious, and, indeed, quite 
unnecessary. Therefore, I have taken 
the liberty to state in this plain and 
humble manner my wish and opinion, 
which I hope you will excuse, and will 


remain either with or without appro-

ORIGINAL LETTER 

HAS BEEN LOST. 

The foregoing appeal, really touch- 
ing in its earnestness and simplicity, 
was for a long time among the rec- 
ords of the executive office. The orig: 
inal has now been lost, but not be- 
fore copies of it had been preserved 
in “Stories of Georgia” by Joel Chan- 
diler Harris and in other publications. 
Whether or not the governor ever 
made reply to this letter is not known,

as the answer, if there were one, has 
long since been lost; but this much is 
certain, his excellency regarded the 
man like most of the rest of his con- 
temporaries, as a dreamer, and offered 
him no assistance. 

The dauntless inventor kept right 
on, however, for fifteen years longer. 
It was in 1806 that he finally man- 
aged to get a steamboat constructed 
of sufficient size to give a really un- 
answerable demonstration of the 
practicability of his invention. 

The crude craft was launched upon 
the Savannah river and a crowd of

the curious gathered on the banks to 
watch it, prepared rather to jeer at 
the failure of the inventor than to ap- 
plaud his success. It was with great 
difficulty that Longstreet finally per- 
suaded a few of his friends to go on 
board with him, as they believed it 
would blow up before it would move 
a peg. 

But when the steam was turned 
into the cylinders, greatly to the gsur- 
prise of the onlookers, the thing actu- 
ally moved. It sailed down the river 
for a mile or two and then, turning 
around, steamed back against the cur- 


rent with equal ease. With gaping 
mouths those who stood on the banks 
of the river could hardly believe the 
witness of their own eyes. They now 
applauded the inventor vigorously and 
gave him a triumphant reception 
when he pushed the nose of his boat 
against the bank and returned ashore. 
But no matter what they thought 
now, they certainly never dreamed for 
a moment that an invention had been 
made which was to make an epoch in 
the history of the world. 


HOW FULTON WON 
THE HONOR. 


But while Longstreet was toiling 
away for years amid hardships and 
staggering discouragements, another 
inventor was working on the same 
idea under far fairer auspices. Some 
years after the Georgian had secured 
his patent from his state, Robert Ful- 
toh was presented to Napoleon, firs: 
consul, by our then minister to 
France, Robert Livingston. -The 
American wished to demonstrate the 
working qualities of a new water- 
Graft on which he had been laboring. 
The great Frenchman listened with 
interest, warmly welcomed the young 
inventor and offered him funds. But 
the first experiments did not succéed, 


and Napoleon, about to be made em- 
peror and having his mind engrossed, 
as he imagined, in matters of far 
vaster importance, withdrew his favor 
and his financial assistance. 

Fulton greatly discouraged, _re- 
turned to his native land to resume 
his experiments there. His final tri- 
umphant success with the “Cler- 
mont” on the Hudson river is well- 
known to every school child of 10 
years. He has been acclaimed by the 
world as the first man who demon- 
strated the feasibility of steam navi- 
ga:ion. But that was in 1807. Fully 
a year and probably more than that 
before this the Georgian, unknown 
and unacclaimed, had by a similar 
successful experiment on the Savan- 
nah river demonstrated the same 
thing. 

Fulton promptly applied for and 
secured a patent from the United 


ington himself and his friends de- 
layed. Finally, when they did bestir 
themselves in his behalf, it was only 
to learn that the later inventor had 
beaten him to the geal aud had taken 
the reward. 

Since Longstreet had secured, with 
much difficulty from an incredulous 
legislature his Georgia patent, the 
constitution of the United States mau 
been adopted, taking away from the 
states the power to grant patenis, aud 
an entirely new era had intervened. 
Even if his own poor patent had men- 
tioned the object to which he intend- 
ed to apply his steam engine, which 
it did not, it would have been worth- 
less. 

Fulton will continue to be regarded 
in history.as the inventor of the 
steamboat, because his claim is es- 
tablished by record evidence, while 
that of thé Georgian, owing chiefly 
to the neglect of his compatriots, has 
been left largely to tradition. But 
the tradition of the successful experi- 
ment on the Savannah river is too 
well-grounded to leave much room for 
doubt. The state patent and the piti- 
ful letter to Governor Telfair, asking 
for help which never came, are abowt 
the only matters of record to tell us 
of the struggles which Longstreet un- 
derwent. 

William Longstreet died on Sep- 
tember 1,°1814, and is buried in Au- 
gusta in the famous churchyard of 
old St. Paul’s church, where a sim- 
ple stone slab rotting with age near 
the seocnd left-hand window is point- 
ed out to visitors as marking his last 
resting place.

street family has remained almost un- 
known to fame, others whose merits
